COLLECTION OF UNEARNED INCREMENT’ TAX 
WILL OPEN PEOPLE'S EYES. |

Edmonton, October 23.— Statute 
law amendments presented in the 
legislature yesterday provide altera- 
tions in 28 public acts. Motor car 
license fees are more than doubled, 
fines for infringements of the motor 
‘act are doubled-; liquor license fees 
‘are doubled ; brewery fees are in- 
creased from 400 to 2,500 per cent. 
In fact the statute law amendments 
are a striking confirmation of the 
‘government’s zeal to extract increas- 
red revenue from every possible 
source. 

The government’s plan to arrive at 
values for the purpose of imposing 
tfie tax on unearned increment on 
land is also contained in the amsend- 
‘ments to the land titles act of 1906.

1 2.—The value of land and improve- 
ments for the purpose of this act 
and of the unearned increment tax 
act, shall be ascertained by the oaths

other duties as the lieut-governor in 
council may from time to time 
assign to them.” : 

Following these provisions is set 
forth a declaration form which must 
be filled out by the transferror, or 
transferee of lands. Value of all 
improvements must be defined, and in 
the case of agricultural lands the 
value of clearing, breaking crops, 
; well and other improvements must 
ibe set down along with the unim- 
proved value of the land in  ques- 
tion. 

Amendments to the motor act will 
(prove of widespread interest. In the 
ipast a registration fee of $10 has 
{been collected for autos and $3.00 
ifor motorcycles. Under the amend- 
'ments motorcycles will pay $5.00. 

Motor cars rating below 30 horse- 
power will pay $10; between 30 and 


40 horsepower, $20, and over 40 
horsepower, $30. Fines for ex- 
| ceeding fifteen miles an hour’ on 
city streets, for passing cars from

;which passengers are 
linto which they are getting, and for 
driving on public highways at a rate 
which menaces public safety are in- 
creased heavily. 

First offenders will be liable to a 
fine of $50,.instend of tho familiar

third offence, formerly punishable 
,With a fine of $100, may be met 
}with a fine of $200 and imprison- 
ment for term of not less .than one 
week or more than one month.

BREWERIES MULCTED. 

* Liquor license law amendments are 
creating interest among hotelmen 
jand among brewers, In the past 
brewerics were assessed q flat an- 
nual fee of $210. Hereafter the 
license will bo graduated according 
to output. Breweries manufacturing 
less than 250,000 gallons por  yéar 
will pay $1,000 ; between 250,000 and 
500,000 gallons, the fee will be 
1$2,000 ; between 500,000 and 1,000,- 
(000 gallons, $3,500; over 1,000,000 
gallons, $5,000. 

Hotel fees are doubled. City 
hotels will pay $800 annually ; other 
lhotels, $400. “Club licenses in cities 
of over 20,000 population are set.

ESTATE OF LUNATICS. 

The attorney general abrogates to 
himself extensive powers over the 
estate of lunatics and alleged luna- 
ties in an amendment to the insan- 
‘ity act that reads: ‘When the at- 
torney general is satisfied that the 
personal estate and ‘the rents, pro- 
fits and incomes of the real estate of 
an insane person are sufficient for his 
maintenance or of his family, or for 
the proper education of his children 
when for any other cause it shall ap- 
pear desirable so to do, upon 
structions of the attorney general, 
any trust company to which a, 
delegation of the guardianship of the 
estate of an insane person has “ar 


made under the section, without ap- 
plying to, or petitioning the court 
for a declaration of lunacy, or for 
an order touching the sale, mortgage 
or other disposition of any real 
estate of such insane person, shall 
have full power and authority to 
sell, mortgage or otherwise dispose 
of the said real estate or any por- 
‘tion thereof, and to execute the 
;necessary transfers, deeds, convey- 
ance, agreements or mortgages and 
to accept mortgage as security for

\titioning the court. 
| “Sueh deeds, transfers, convey-

BODIES FOR RESEARCH, 
The university act, being chapter 7 
‘of the statutes of Alberta, 1910, is

of every public officer having in 
charge the body of any deceased 
person that would require to be 
buried, but at the public expense, 
and also of every hospital, every

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SIR WILFRID AND THE TARIFF. 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s tariff policy 
has never been a consistent one; in 
fact, in the parlance of the strect, 
he is a precious old humbug. In 
1896, when he came into power, he 
was a free trader and had tho un- 
divided support of the free trade ele- 
ment, commercial interests, dis. 
grunted annexationists, and the like. 
Besides this, the Conservative party 


were quarrelling among themselves, 


and the old adage ‘‘A house divided 
against itself cannot stand”’ proved 
true in this case, and the Liberal 
party came into office. 

One would naturally have thought 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier would have made 
some sn.all concession by a_ reduc- 
tion in the tariff, or made some 
show at least of favoring those who 
supported him, But this was not 
the case. He appointed a commis- 
sion to look into the tariff, and 
they reported that it would not be 
wise to make any change in the 
Conservative tariff. For = sixteen 
years he was in power, and during 
all that time he reduced the tariff 
less than two per cent. 
have taken him about a_ thousand 
years to get down to free trade at 
that .rate. 

The first time he made a_ break 
away from the Conservative nation- 
al policy of protection, he went down 
to defeat. Now he is again taking 
up the strain of his old song, drop- 
ped in 1896, and urging a_ lower 
tariff, and that the people are being 
‘taxed to death, although it is his 
own tariff and his own tax that is in 
existence today. The Conservative 
party during the short two years it 
has been in power has reduced. the 
tariff more than Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
reduced it during the sixteen years 
he held the reins of government. 


WESTERN RESOURCES, 


The Winnipeg Free .Press is angry, 
says The Toronto’ News, because Mr. 


Borden has not handed over the land, 


timber and other natural resources 
of Saskatchewan and Alberta to the 
Provincial Governments. This is a 
surprising attitude for the chief wes- 
tern organ of the Government which 
seized these resources when the 
Provinces were established. In those 
days The News was denounced in the 
columns of The Free Press as a 
black-hearted traitor to peace, order 
and good government because it in- 
sisted that these resources should be- 
long to the Western Provinces, that 
they were the legitimate sources of 
Provincial revenue, and that they 
could be most satisfactorily  de- 
veloped under provincial control.
